Atherton in Egypt with compromise

U.S. Assistant Secretary of State 
Alfred Atherton will open 
negotiations this morning with Egyp-.

Egyptian envoy returns to Baghdad 


BEIRUT. — The Iragi government 
has agreed to the re-opening of the 
Egyptian consulate in Baghdad, one 
month after the break of diplomatic 


relation between-the two-countries, - 


the Egyptian Middle East News 
Agency reported from the Iraqi 
capital yesterday. 

Egypt broke off diplomatic 
relations with Iraq and a number of 
Arab countries in retaliation for 
Arab criticism of President Anwar

An Egyptian envoy, Amin Yusri, 
will arrive in the Iraqi capital on 
Thursday to head an “Egyptian in-

agency said. 

Iraq has led the Arab radical camp 
and the Palestinian "rejection 
front” in bitterly’ attacking 
policies and has accused the Egyp- 
tian leader of ‘‘capitulationism end 
surrender to the Zionist enemy." 

Syrian Forcign Minister Abdul 
Halim Khaddam flew to Algiers 
yesterday to help prepare for an 
anti-Sadat summit that is scheduled 
to begin on Thursday in the Algerian 
capital.

Likud MK wants 
Religious Affairs 
budget cut 10%

MK Yigal Cohen-Orgad (Likud) 
yesterday recommended a 16 per 
cent cut in the Ministry for Religions 
Affairs budget. 

Speaking at a meeting of the 
Knesset Finance Committee, Cohen- 
Orgad argued that the proposed

Coalition weathers 
no-confidence vote

The coalition defeated an Align- 
ment no-confidence motion in the 
Knesset vesterday by a vote of 67-38. 

Voting with the Alignment were 
the Democratic Front. Shelli. and 
two single-member factions: Poalei 
Agudat Yisrael and the Citizens 
Rights Movement. Samuel Flatto 
Sharon voted with the coalition. 

The Alignment motion was 
presented by Adi Amorai, who called 
Rt “a reaction to the lack of clarity, 
the carelessness, and the negligence 
that characterized the process of 
preparing the budget, and the con- 
tempt for the Knesset when the 
budget was submitted for its ap- 
proval."” 


By the latter clause, he was referr-. 


ing to the fact that whereas the draft 
budget as tabled in the Knesset 
totalled IL182 billion. Finance 
Minister Simha Ehrlich a week later 
informed the Knesset that the 
government had decided to reduce it 
to TLi7ab. However, the Knesset was 
not informed which budget items 
were to be cut by a total of IL3b. 

The government's reply was 
delivered not by Ehrlich, who was 
present in the House, but by Minister 
without Portfolio Moshe Nissim. 
making his first Knesset speech asa 
cabinet member. 

The Alignment benches were in a 
carnival mood, and Nissim found it 
difficult to utter two consecutive 
sentences without being heckled. 

He said that the vote on the budget 
had been tantamount io a confidence 
vote in the government. and that the 
declared reason for submitting a no- 
confidence motion on the subject of 
the budget less than a week after the 
budget vote was hardly convincing. 

The Alignment, Nissim said, was 
on very shaky ground when it cried 
“contempt of the Knesset." This was 
the first time in 15 years that the 
government had tabled the draft 
budget on time. And instead of heing 
blamed for having triromed the total 
by IL3b. even before the first 


reading began, the government 
should be praised, he said. 

There were recurrent shouts of 
“What is the amount of the budget?" 
but most of the hecklers found it dif- 
ficult to keep a straight face after un- 
burdening themselves of their inter- 
jections, 

The House Committee had decided 
to allot each faction seven minutes in 
which to state its position on the no- 
confidence motion. 

Former Transport Minister Gad 
Ya‘acobi (Alignment) led off with an 
attack on the government's new 
economic policy. The NEP, he said, 
had intensified inflation (''a 
regressive tax’'}, had made exports 
less profitable, and had caused 
prices to skyrocket. 

The heckling resumed when coall- 
tion chairman Haim Corfu spoke. 
Not once in the last 15 years did a 
Labour government manage with a 
single budget in a given tax year, he 
said. There was always a 
supplementary budget in the course 
of the year. and in five of the last 15 
years there were two supplementary 
budgets. He moved that the no- 
confidence motion be rejected ‘‘with 
contempt." (Laughter even from the 
Likud benches.} 

Stef Wertheimer (Democratic 
Movement for Change) suffered no 
discrimination: the Alignment 
heckled him too — especially when 
he spoke about the legacy that 
Ehrlich had inherited from the 
Alignment government. Wertheimer 
said that if the government hoped to 
get the economy out of the muck, it 
would have to improve the 
profitability of production and ex- 
port, reduce its bureaucracy by 10,- 
000 employees. and ‘’call on the na- 
tien to work full hours.” 

Eliezer Avtabi {National Religious 
Party) sald it had been frivolous of 
the Alignment to submit a no- 
confidence motion on a technical 
point. No-confidence motions were 
designed for more serious stuff, he 
said. 


MKs to vote on their own immunity

Knesset members will decide next 
week in principle whether to limit 
their own immunity. 

Amnon Rubinstein of the 
Democratic Movement for Change 
yesterday proposed amending the 
Knesset Law (1977) so that members 
will not be able to claim immunity 
when faced with civil suits for libel 
over statements, made outside the 
Knesset. 

He also suggested that members 
be liable for crimina! and civil 
prosecution for traffic violations. 
Furthermore, he said, an MK who is 


out of the countcy for more than a 
month while the Knesset is in session 
should not receive a salary unless he 
is abroad on behalf of the Knesset or 
on ἃ mission the Knesset speaker 
considers ‘‘national."' 

Rubinstein noted that there have 
been many complaints by the public 
that Knesset members enjoy too 
much immunity. 


The coalition executive discussed 
Rubinstein’s proposal yesterday and 
decided to bring it to the plenary 
next week for a preliminary reading. 

The executive agreed to waive 
coalition discipline. 


Supreme Court upholds six-year. 
sentence on Dutch woman terrorist 


The Supreme Court yesterday 
turned down an appea! against the 
sev erity of her sentence by Ludvinna- 
Janssen, the Dutch woman sentenc- 
ed to six years for entering Israel on 
a mission for the Popular Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine. 

The court also rejected the appeal 
filed by the state attorney against 
Jangsen's acquittal on a charge of 
maintaining contact with ἃ “foreign 
agent." 

In rejecting the first appeal, filed 
by Janssen's counsel Felicia 
Langer, who pleaded “clemency,” 
the court ruled that "ἢ sentencing 
her to only six years in prison, the 
Tel Aviv District Court judges had 
already shown clemency towards 
Janssen.” 

As for the state attorney's appeal, 
the court upheld the District Court's 
interpretation of the legal definition 
of “foreign agent’* as someone ‘‘ac- 
ting for or on behalf of a foreign 
state."" The PFLP agent whom 
Janssen had contacted in South 
Yemen was clearly not working on 


behalf of that state, and the terrorist 
organization which he represented 
could clearly not be considered a 
“state,” the court ruled. 

The court reiterated, however, the 
District Court's call for an amend- 
ment to the law that would enable 
persous working for or on behalf of 
bodies other than established 
governments to be included under 
the “foreign agent" definition. “The 
agents working for Bestile 
organizations are as dangerous 
those working for foreign states — “t 
not more dangerous,”’ the court con- 
cluded. 

Janssen, who was arrested on her 
arriva) at Ben-Gurion Airport in 
September 1976, was convicted on 
two other charges — endangering 
the security of the state and working 
in the service of a hostile organiza- 
tion. After receiving training in the 
use of weapons and explosives at a 
camp in South Yemen, she was sent 
to Israel by the PFLP to compile in- 
formation on targets for future 
terror attacks. (Itim)

The Hebrew University centre for 
experimental medicine and cancer 
research is to be named in memory 
of Senator Hubert H. Humphrey.

Power struggle over | 
absorption not settled

The dispute over hegemony in the 
areas of immigration and absorption 
will remain unresolved until late 
next month, the government-Jewish 
Agency coordinating committee 
decided yesterday. 

In the meantime, both the cabinet 
and the Jewish Agency Executive 
will re-examine the Horey Com- 
mittee report — which recommend- 
ed abolition of the -Ministry of Im- 
Migrant Absorption — possibly with 
an eye to reaching some kind of com- 
promise in the power struggle. 


Since publication of the report in 
1976, the agency's Immigration 
Department and the ministry have 
each claimed that the other is 
superfluous. 

The committee, after hearing 
arguments from both sides, and 
from Amos Horev himself, decided 
to delay its final decision on whether 
the ministry should continue in ex- 
istence. 

Meanwhile, tension could be felt at 
the ministry yesterday, with 
workers claiming their job of ser- 
ving immigrants has become dif- 
ficult with the uncertainty over the 
future of the ministry. 

In an interview with The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday, Absorp- 
tion Minister David Levy again 
warned against eliminating the 
ministry. He said: ‘“‘We would just 
revert to the 1950s, when getting 
settled in Israel meant a grand 
runaround from one office to 
another, until many immigrants 


finally became so disgusted with the 
bureaucracy that they gave up and 
left." 

According to Levy, facilitation in 
obtaining mortgages is an example 
of the ministry's success. ‘It used to 
take weeks and even months of 
nerve-racking work by a newcomer 
to get his mortgage."" he explained. 
“All the applicant bas to do now is 
fill out a single form. Within three or 
four days, everything is ready." 

Levy favours establishment of an 
“authority- for encouraging aliya™ 
which would be under joint auspices 
of the government and the Jewish 
Agency, and would operate only 
abroad. 

“But from the day an immigrant 
sets foot on the soil of Israel, ali 
responsibility for his absorption 
should be vested in the government, 
through its Ministry of Immigrant 
Absorption," he asserted. 

Referring to his stopover in Vienna 
and conversations with Soviet. 
Jewish emigrants, Levy said he was 
‘appalled, not only by the rate of 
“desertion” among Jews supposedly 
heading for Israel, but also by their 
age. ‘Most of those dropouts are 
yo people — just the type we 
heeds Among the Soviet Jews who 
actually continue on to Israel are the 
aged and infirm." 


Levy attributed this to inadequate 
aliya propaganda being circulated 
among Jews in the Soviet Union, 
where lite in Israel was portrayed as 

“saturated with deprivation, hunger 
and insecurity, with no satisfactions 
or a feeling of Zionist fulfilment 
whatsoever."* 


Seamen to intensify strike 
as court drops injunctions

HAIFA. —The seamen's unions, for- 
tified by the shipping companies’ 
failure to get i halting 
their strike, last night threatened to 
“force a quick decision" by inten- 
sifying it. 

This. followed the local labour 
court's rejection of the companies’ 
request for a temporary injunction 
against the officers union, and 
cancellation of the injunction against 
the ratings union which it had issued 
last week. 

Earlier, the companies had re- 
jected a labour court com; i 
proposal for arbitration of the strike. 

The companies, though obviously 
hurt by their court failure, still insist 
that more important than settling 
the present strike is the providing for 
safeguards to prevent future strikes, 
which have broken out at the rate of 
a dozen ἃ year in the shipping in- 
dustry. 

The Haifa District Labour Court, 


after day-long deliberations, ruled 
that it had not found ‘sincere 


willingness" for negotiations on the | 


companies’ behalf, and therefore 
refused the injunctions. 

The companies’ attorney then 
withdrew the main part of their 
application — for a declaratory judg- 
ment ruling the strike legal — thus 
making the strike legal from the 
layman's point of view. 

The seamen erupted into a 


- demonstration of joy in the crowded 


courthouse. Freed from the stain of 
illegality, they vowed. to bring the 
strike to a head in a matter of days, 
and to prevent the companies from 
starving them out by drawing the 
strike out. 

However, the two unions later ‘‘in- 
vited"’ the companies to resume 
negotiations today on the 1976-77 pay 
demands over which the strike broke 
out. If the companies fail to respond, 
they will decide on additional steps 
to intensify the strike and force a 
decision, the unions said. 


Disabled smash windows 
in protest over benefits

About 100 disabled people, mostly 
in wheelchairs, demonstrated 
violently yesterday outside the 
Finance Ministry for the second day 
running, smashing glass deors and 
windows with their crutches and 
wrecking the phone exchange for 
several hours yesterday morning. 

The demonstrators are demanding 
equalization of their government 
benefits with those of war invalids. 

Finance Minister Simha Ehriich 
and Labour and Social Affairs 
Minister Israel Katz held an urgent 
meeting about this on Sunday and 
are due to present their conclusions 
in two weeks. ῃ 

Α spokesman for the 
demonstrators. Eliahu Yitzhak, said 
yesterday that his orgenization was 
out to fight discrimination of people 
disabled in civilian life relative to 
those disabled in the army. The 
source of a person's disability, he 
argued, is irrelevant. If a person has 
an 80 or 100 per cent disability, he 
has the same needs as a disabled 
veteran, Yitehak said. 

Disabled war veterans are entitled 
to a free car, generous housing help 
and a large pension. Like other dis- 
abled people they do not pay incame 
tax. Other disabled are entitled to a 


variety of allowances, depending on 3 


whether their handicap is the result 
of a work accident or iliness. 

One 100 per cent disabled polio vic- 
tim who gets no other grant apart 
from a IL1,.500-a-month car 
allowance said that, in addition to 
the inequality and discrimination 
against low wage-earners, there is a 
serious problem of bureaucracy. 
Army veterans get allowances and 
services directly from the Defence 
Ministry. whereas the civilian dis- 
abled person has to go from office to 
office at both the Health Ministry 
and the National Insurance Tnmtitute 
to get his benefits. 

The Fealth Ministry spokesmen 
sald on Sunday that the ministry is 
working on a complete revision of 
the rules by which the disabled are 
granted discounts and exemptions in 
customs duties on vehicies, the 
ministry spokesman said this week. 
She did not say whether the new 
rules would be more liberal or more 
stringent.

Residues of these chemicals were 
found in milk tested last fall by Con- 
aumer Shield. 

Dr. Jerry Westin, medical consui- 
tant of the organization, also 
reported that the permitted level in 
milk of another carcinogenic sub- 
stance, Gamma-BHC (also known as 
‘ndane) has been reduced here from’ 
0.5 parts per million to 0.1 p.p.m. 
Westin credits recent public 
pressure on producers for the reduc- 
tion.

— Russia's 
development of an air force capabie 
of devastating attack into Western 
Europe suggests it may “no longer 
plan for inevitable rapid escalation 
to nuclear weapons,” according to a 
Brookings Institution study. 

The study, released on Sunday, 
said that Soviet tactical air forces 
built in the early 1960s for a short 
nuclear war have been modernized 
with a wide variety of advanced 
warplanes and weapons. 

“And today the Russians, armed 
for the first time to fight a modern 
non-nuclear war, would not be com- 
pelled to immediately eacalate to 
nuclear war,” it added. 

Russia does remain prepared for 
eventual use of nuclear weapons, the 
study said. But it noted that Moscow 


may choose instead to send massive 
air strikes to destroy North Atlantic 
alliance air bases and nuclear 
Storage depots. 

This, it said, might deprive NATO 
of its nuclear response option and 
assure that Soviet ground forces 
could move into NATO territory. 

The study, prepared by rezearch 
associate Robert Berman, notes that 
aince 1970 the Soviet air force has 
changed from being largely defen- 
sive to an offensive fleet of modern 
Planes that are heavier and bigger 
than earlier generationa of tactical 
fighters and bombers. These are 
eapable of carrying larger bomh and 
missile loads over greater distances. 

Berman urges that the U.S. and its 
European allies act to counter this 
development. 


in order to cope with the modern 
Sovict air and ground ‘forees, U.S. 
and Western European armies even- 
tually will need to be restructured 
and re-equipped, the study said. 
“NATO ground forces must acquire 
new equipment.so that they will be 
able to fight Independently of direct,

At the same time, the study said, 


the NATO allies must move to protect 
the likely targets of Soviet air at- 


- tacks, particularly the nuclear 


storage depots, command and con- 
trol centres and military air bases. 


It urged placement of thicker air 
defence batteries, construc- 
tion of numerous rs to protect 
aircraft on the poloersr iano 
ammunition and equipment stgcks. 


It also called for plans te disperse 


aircraft to make them 1685 
vulnerable to surprise attack before 
they can take off. 


The study foresees that a. 
scale attack by the air forces of the 
Soviet Union and its Warsaw Pact 
allies could cause the attackers 
losses of about one-third in the first 
five days. 

“Such a raid would sap Soviet and 
Warsaw Pact air resources 30 that a 
second major attack would be 
almost impossible,” the study said.

Top Communist ousted in 
strategic Chinese region 


PEKING (Reuter). — The top Com- 
munist Party figure in China‘s 
strategic western Sinklang region 
has been removed from his post, ac- 
cording to a provincial radio report. 

Tt is the most important political 
removal since the downfall of the so- 
called “Gang of Four" in October 
1976. 

The report, monitored on Sunday 
on Sinkiang’s Urumchi radio, said 
that Saifudin, who had headed the 
party committee and was also 
political commissar of the People's 
Liberation Army in the region, had 
been replaced by his No. 2 assistant, 
Wang Feng. Ν 

Saifudin, 61. a member of the 
Uighur minority people in Sinkiang, 
had studied in Moscow and belonged 
to both the Soviet and the Chinese 
Communist parties. 

He and his wife were reputed to 
have had ties with the “Gang of 
Four,” the extremist leaders headed 
by Mao Tse-tung's widow Chiang 


Ching, who were purged and con- 
signed to political oblivion in Oc- 
tober 1976. 

Saifudin had been first secretary 
of the Sinkiang Communist Party 
Committee, chairman of the region's 
Revolueioaery committee and first 
Pol commissar of the Sinklang 
military region. 

He was also re-elected an alter- 
nate member of the Politburo of the 
Chinese Communist Party at the 
11th party congress last August. 
However, it was noted by observers 
that he was the only alternate 
member from the previous party 
congress to have remained In a 
static position — all the others were 
either promoted or demoted. 

The report on Urumchi radio said 
that Weng Feng had presided over a 
“recent” meeting in Sinkiang to dis- 
seminate instructions from Com- 
munist Party chairman Hua Kuo- 
feng and the party central com- 
mittee on work in Sinklang.

“The sources said it appeared last 
week that the Somalis were close ta 
capturing the city when the air raids 
began. They speculated that the at- 
tackers would have succeeded had’ 
they possessed effective air cover or 
ground-to-air missiles. 

The diplomats confirmed a Somali 
report that the Ethiopians launched 
a jarge scale attack last Sunday 
pushing south of Harar. The Somalis 
counter-attacked, captured the 
towns of Babile and Fiyambiro east 
of Harar and moved into the city 
itself, they said. 

In Nairobi, meanwhile, Iranian

background, and this is the 
challenge that must be met. 

Aliya must have an equal priority, 
for {n his opinion Israel's future will 
be in jeopardy if its Jewish popula- 
tion remains at no more than 3 or 
3.5m. Security cannot be guaranteed 
by borders alone, but by the number 
of Jews living here, he believes. 


THE CANDIDATE for the chair- 
manship spells out his plan for 
enlarging the joint government- 
Agency coordinating commission to 
include the World Jewish Congress, 
B'nai B'rith, the Presidents 
Conference and other Jewish bodies. 
This would provide a central world 
Jewish forum which could discuss 
Israel-Diaspora relationa. 

Duizin speaks enthusiastically 
about his excellent relationship with 
the prime minister, who went out of 
his way to support his candidature. 
He notes that the premier is more In- 
volved in the problems of World 
Jewry than his predecessor, and

TEL AVIV. — Divorce litigation, in 
both the civil and rabbinical courts, 
should be outlawed because the only 
prerequisite for a divorce is a 
written agreement between husband 
and wife. 


This is one of five points in a peti- 
tion now being circulated by the 
League for Women's Rights in the 
Courts (P.O.B, 52, Kfar Yonah). It 
will ‘be submitted to the Knesset 
after sufficient signatures have been 
affixed, 


The League runs its own Beit Din 
Zedek (informal court) where 
couples are helped to reach divorce 
agreements amicably. Sylvia 
Mandelbaum, founder of the League 
and of the court, said sometimes the 
trick is for the woman to suggest to 
her husband that they sit down 
together and-work out a mutually 
satisfactory agreement, instead of 
fighting. 5 

“There are some women whose 
husbands want to give them the 
divorce but the women apparently 
want, sometimes subconsciously, to 


hold on to the husband. When he is 
willing to give her nine-tenths of the 
joint property, she holds out for the 
other tenth. So she goes to a lawyer, 


_ ‘who tells her she’s right. Then the | 


husband has. £2 60 to a lawyer’ who 
Ὁ give her anything.

The result is that some couples have 
been in the courts aa long as 20 years 
without reaching an agreement.” 
The petition also calls for a rab- 
binical body to be empowered to dis- 
solve the marriage where one spouse 
is stubborn, or unable to reach a 
decision because of mental or 
emotional difficulties or where the 


wite has been deserted. Similar dis- ἡ 


solution of marriage should be 
avaflable for women who have been 
in the courts for more than two 
years. 

The Shulchan Aruch (the codex ac- 
cording to which religious persons 
live their daily lives) says that a 
man may support his divorced wife 
and that this is a more meritorious 
act than supporting any other poor 
person. The League's petition 
demands that this be incorporated 
into secular law. 

‘The League is also demanding that 
wife-beating be made a criminal 
offence. 4 

In addition, the petitioners de- 
mand, that division of property and 
custody of children should be 
separated from the divorce per 86, 80 
that men will not be able to use 
denials of divorce ag blackmail to 
force the women to give up property 
rights or custody of the children.

- SPRING is in the air, Tu Bishvat has 

come and gone, and it was thus only 
fitting that some of-tast week's 
programmes were dedicated to 
Mother Nature. And what a relief 
they were! 

“On Economics and Business" — 
(Monday 1805) brought us 
Mordechai ben Porat of the Jewish 
National Fund's Afforestation 
Department, to explain why the 
Jerusalem pine were dying of some 
mysterious disease. Don't expect an 
answer. There wasn't any. 

But it reminded me of one of my 
first assignments on The Post some 
two decades ago, when I covered a 
convention of ““foresters,’’ this was 
held at Mikve Israel Agricultural 
School. There I heard that many of 
the country's hills would revert to 
their former treeless state within the 
next 50 years or so, unless some new 
type of tree — replacing the pine — 
could be found soon. 

‘The Jerusalem (or Aleppo Pine, as 
it is also called), was not indigenous 
to most parts of this country, so the 
experts said. Exceptions were parts 
of the Carmel the first (westernmost 
ridge! of the Jerusalem Hills, and 
Mount Scopus. Only there, and 
nowhere else, were conditions 
suitable for its natural proliferation. 
It would do well in most of the 
northern half of the country, but 
would not reproduce. 

At that conference, I recall lear- 
‘ming that the average life span for 
the Jerusalem pine is about 50 years 
. (though Mr. Ben Porat did say that 
given ideal conditions, the tree could 
Yive to a ripe old age of 150). Bo 
maybe the problem, if I may venture 
a very inexpert opinion, is that the 
stands of Jerusalem pine, barren 
and childless as they are, are merely 
dying of old age. And that this 
process is accelerated by the poor 
soil conditions, the overcrowded 
stands, and the ecological effect of 
all those cars whizzing by and emlt- 
ting all those noxious fumes. 

We can take some comfort.in the 
fact, reported by Mr. Ben Porat, that 
we are planting the pines faster than 
we are losing them, 

But there is some hope, he told us. 
The French Riviera in recent years 
lost the equivalent of almost twice 
Israel's forests to disease. Nobody 
knew why. Then all of a sudden, 
after the French government had 
Spent a small fortune trying to stop 
the blight, the disease stopped of its 
own accord, Paris is now spending a 
second fortune, trying to find out 
what happened. 

In Italy, we also lrarned, 
thousands of cypress trees are dy- 
ing, all over the country. Maybe it is 
just a bad time for conifers. 

It's certainly going to be 
troublesome for the JNF fund 
raisers to explain (to donors) how 
come the forest commemorating Mr. 
So and So isn't there any more 
(¥itzhak Tishler told us a true story 
of one fellow-Jew from the States 
who alighted from a ship in Jaffa 
during the early twenties, equipped 
with-a-pith helmet, double barelled 
shotgim, riding breeches and all.

The bank opened six new branches 
and service counters In the past 
year. Including seven overseazs 
branches, the total number of of- 
fices now stands at 169.

Plant for the disposal of 
dangerous wastes to be set up

BEERSHEBA. — A 100-dunam plot 
of land at the new Ramat Hovav in- 
dustrial area, about 12 km. south of 
here. was chosen yesterday as the 
site for the country's first hazardous 
waste material disposal facility. The 
decision was made by the Interior 
Ministry's district commission in 
conjunction with the Ministry of 

Health. 

A Health Ministry official said 
here yesterday that an inter- 
vainisterial committee {s presently 
working on plans for the treatment 
plant. The plant wi]] handle hazar- 
dous waste materials such as mer- 
cury, chrome, vanadium, pesticides 
and pesticide packaging, from in- 
dustrial plants all over the country. 
Most plants currently dispose of 
these wastes in haphazard fashion --- 
sometimes leaving them sitting in 
store houses and sometimes dum- 
ping them outside their factory 
grounds 

The Ramat Hovav site was chosen 
because of its remoteness from pop- 
ulation centres and because suitable 
transportation facilities, including a 
rail line, have already been built. 

The Health Ministry official would 
not predict when the facility might 
start operation. He expressed the 
hope that the project would advance 
quickly, because Beersheba's 
ehemical plants have already 
started operations at Ramat Hovav. 

The plant will be modelled after 
successful operations in the U.S. and 
Switzerland. Wastes there are divid- 
ed into seven categories and cis

No dramatic dev elopment in this direction need be expected 
in the very near future. Countries that severed relations with 
Israel will not be in any great hurry to re-establish ties, nor will - 
the next session of the General Assembly rush to throw into the 
garbage heap of history its fat collection of texta denouncing 


Israel. 


But — so long as the effort continues, and shows promise — a 
change will inevitably come about. It will be resisted, of 
course. The Arab “rejectionist’’ states will surely try to switch 
on the old anti-Israel] steamroller, now with the added intention 


of embarrassing 


Egypt. For her part, Egypt may not be above 


resorting to at least the threat of cooperation with her Arab foes 


as 8 means of pressing Israel. 


It would, however, be very surprising if the same automatic 
majorities could again be mustered iti support of the perennial 


campaign of malice and hostility towards the Jewish State. A 
more rational mood should start to prevail in the counsela of the 


nations, and Israel's message will again have a chance of being 


heard. 


In short, new vistas would seem to be opening up for Israel's 
multilateral diplomacy. And with all the scepticism, even revul- 
sion, that the UN has especially of late aroused among Israelis, 
the order of the day should be a reinvigoration of the country’s 


mission to the United Nations. 


What has been happening is the precise opposite. After sen- 
ding an oversized delegation of non-professionals to the General 
Assembly's last session, the Foreign Ministry has decided to cut 
the UN mission almost literally to the bone. This process has 
now been capped with the choice of Prof. Yehuda Blum as the 
permanent representative to succeed Ambassador Chaim Her-

Although the appointment waa formaily an act of Mr. Dayan, 
it is understood to have been prompted by Premier Begin 
himself. The Foreign Minister, like some soldier-diplomats 
before him, looks on the UN as a mere necessary nuisance in the 
best of circumstances. He, it seems, could not care less who got 
the less than glittering prize. Not so Premier Begin. 

To Mr. Begin, the associate professor of international law at 
the Hebrew University is not merely a respected teacher, writer 
and practitioner, but an authority of the first rank. In the past, it 
appears, Prof. Blum provided a great deal of the legal justifica- 
tion for Mr. Begin's political theory. 

Apropos of Jordan, for example, Prof. Blum worked out the 
argument that the Hashemite Kingdom could show no rever- 
sionary title to Judea and Samaria; and in regard to the Palesti- 
nian Arabs, that they lacked the attributes of peoplehood. 

Scholarly acceptance of these legal claims at home has been 
far from general, and abroad scant indeed. ν 

A one-time assistant legal adviser to the Foreign Ministry, 
Prof. Blum will no doubt put up the finest defence possible for 
the Likud administration's new policies, which offer Jordan ac- 
tive participation in self-rule for the West Bank, and at the same 
time acknowledge the existence of ‘‘two peoples” in Eretz: 


Yisrael. 


There's the rub, though: a legal defender, however outstan- 
ding, is not the country’s most pressing need in the world arena 
today. What is needed is a public figure, or a professional 
diplomat, who will combine the skills of persuasion and negotia- 
tion with the public relations talents necessary for success in the 

“media centre which is New York. 

Each and every one of Israel's UN ambassadors to date has, 
in greater or smaller measure, filled the bill. There is, regret- 
tably, little reason to expect that Prof. Blum will too, except 
perhaps through training on the job. 

Without intending to do so, Premier Begin has downgraded 
the post of UN permanent representative, and at a most inop- 


portune time.

Disappointed expectations _ 
DOV RAPPEL examines the ‘struggle with the Conservative 
failure of the Orthodox es- 


tablishment in Israel in its 


ORTHODOX JEWRY in the United 
States is carrying on a fierce 
struggle against Conservative 
Jewry. The reason is understan- 
dable: Orthodoxy's base is a 
Sabbath-observing community. In 
America, Sabbath observance in- 
volves considerable, sacrifices in 


cash and convenience. In addition,’ 


there are the considerable in- 
vestments of cash and 
organizational effort in the construc- 
tion of miktaot, in the maintenance 
of a kashrut network, and so on. ~ 


All this effort and sacrifice is op- - 


tional in the Conservative communi- 
ty. True, there are quite a. few 
Conservative Jews who strictly 
observe kaszhruf, the Sabbath and 
family-life laws. However, the stan- 
ding of a person as a member of 2 
Conservative congregation is not 
affected in the least if he or she does 


. Not observe any of these. 


This is perhaps the main 
difference between these two 
streams of American Judaism — the 
difference between what has been 


called the “civil religion’ of the 


community and the individual's 
standing in the community. 
Orthodox congregations, too, have 


’ members who violate the religious 


laws. But they all admit, that this ia 
not the way for a nominally 
Orthodox Jew to behave. They say 
that they work on Shabbat because 
of economic need, eat forbidden 
foods, because of social pressure, 
and neglect the family-life laws 
because of cultural pressure — not 
because they reject these obser- 
vances in principle. It requires great 


inner strength to withstand all these - 


pressures, especially when you do 
not live in a large and relatively clos- 
ed Orthodox community like that of 
New York's Boro Park, but in a very 
mixed commiunity or in a town with 
few Jews. 7 
The ‘“‘war" that the American 
Orthodox leadership is waging 
against the Conservative movement 
is intended to emphasize disapproval 


of surrender to the pressures to - 


which Orthodox Jews, too, are ex- 
posed. 


‘IN THE past decade, with the in- 


crease of aliya from America, 
Conservative congregations — call- 
ing themselves ‘‘Traditional"' 
(masorti) — have begun to spring up 
in Israel’ As these congregations 
began to consolidate themselves, the 
war between the religious streams in 
the U.S. was carried over to this 
country. 

It seems to me that this war is bas- 
ed on a fundamental ideologica] mis- 
conception. In the U.S.; Conser- 
vative Jews, unlike the Reform 
Jews, do not in principle reject the 
observance of the Shabbat, kashrut, 
or family-life laws; they just do not 
generally abide by them. In Israel, 
on the other hand, those pressures do 
not exist. Here one can rise to the top 
in practically every economic, scien- 
tifle, scholarly and social sphere 
without violating the Shabbat. 
_Kashrut, too, is no problem, and

question of riding to synagogue on 
Shabbat does not.arise.

Many people in the ‘raaitional 
congregations here are

think that Orthodox rabbis would be 
able to guide them in this direction. 
Unfortunately, however, most 
Orthodox rabbis in Israel have πὸ 
common language with these people. 
The average Orthodox rabbi here 
knows how to teach the rules to those 
who are already fully committed to 
Orthodoxy. But he does not know 
how to inculcate his faith in those 
who are sincerely. seeking it, let 


- alone those who are hostile to it. 


More than that. Olim from 
Western countries who wish to 
strengthen their Jewish identity ex- 
pect their rabbis to have a broad 
Jewish education and a Jevish- 
religious approach to the problems 
of modern Man; and te be a model of 
religious-ethical conduct. Too often, 
they are disappointed. They very 
soon discover that the average 


Orthodex rabbi here is not only un- ὁ 


able to answer questions about the 
Hebrew language and Jewish. 
history, but does not even know very 
much about such purely ‘religious’ 


“matters as Bible, religious 


philosophy, the meaning of the 
prayers, and Kabbala. 

The average Orthodox rabbi here 
is also incapable of giving a religious 
interpretation to problems of 
modern life. Everybody knows, for 
example, that when you buy 
something in instalments, you pay 


more than if you buy it for cash, But . 


the rabbis I am speaking of don't -

The nearest advertise- 
ment to such a claim is ‘'most like 
mother's milk.” Research is con- 
stantly discovering new components 
of human milk. All would agree that 
there are undoubtedly more as yet 
undiscovered. Of those already 
known, many cannot be synthetical- 
ly duplicated; the inclusion of others 


- would involve a complex chain of 


alterations in the quantities of other 
components of the already-existing 
formula. 

Even dairy milk is neither com- 


plete nor effective as a substitute for 
human milk. Infants fed formulas 
and later straight cows’ milk must 
be given solids early to compensate 
for deficiencies. ἴ ἢ 
Mrs. Bransome also failed to point’ 


out the nutritional deficiencies’ οὗ... 


soymilk. It is inadequate in calcium; 


two essential amino acids (elementa ο 


of protein), methionine and cystine; 


iodine (resulting in goiter in . 


soymilk-fed children); and vitamin 
Bi (deaths of this cause have heen 
reported in infants given soymilk 
formulas). 

To be. sure, the older child and. 


. adult can compensate for the short- 


comings of soymilk in their solid 
diet; but for the infant whose dief is, 
and should be milk, certainly the 
milk of cholce is not soymilk, but 
human milk.
